Historical Club Will Hear 
Ronald Smith This Evening 

Tho Monroe Doctrine will bo tho 
subject of tho paper to ha road by 
Pvonald Sriiitli at tlio rcHUhir mcelliii,- 
of tlio .McCill Ili^loi-ic:.-!! Club this 
evening. Tho meeting will bo held at 
tho home of Daniel Munn on Dorchest- 
er St. W. 

This doctrino was tho outcome ot 
an attempt to reinforce tho Spap.'ah' 
control over the South Amorlcaii re- 
publics that had recently declared 
I heir independence. This secession 
w.a3 about the year IS'.':. Tiio Holy 
Alliance of .Sii.-iin and .-Vustrla had 
been formed in Europe In order lo put 
a slop lo the forming of European Re- 
publics following tho downfall of 
Napoleon and that system. The suc- 
cess In restorini; Fcidlnaiid and ab- 
soluti.im to tho tiirouo ot Spain entic- 
ed tho Alliance to further their worU 
In tlio revolt stales ot south America. 
Objections Raised. 

Enpland and Frani-o at oiico fried 
to stop this move, England, had by 
this time .-iCfiulred a vast trade with 
the Argenllna. duo lo .Uie blocado of 
Europe by Xapolcon when they were 
forced lo seek .an outlet for their pro- 
ducts. 

In 1SC3, the English Minister Cann- 
ing, who compares with our modern 
Secretary of State, suggested that an 
alllnnco bo formed between England. 
France and the United States ot 
America, against the Holy Alliance 
Jefferson. IMudi.son and Munroe at- 
onca g.avo tlicir approval to x troatyT^ 
of this sort. Jefferson however <ÉleLr;!Î- 
Glared that It should be entirely thoj^ 
work of the Slates.

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A Modest Proposal Or Two 

It is .«till February, yet the distant 
odour of spring is becoming noticeable and 
mixed with it one is able to discern the 
aroma of the final examination.s. .Soon they 
will be here and already the voice of the 
crammer is heard in our midst.

Singinsf 

The most natural, and often the moat beauti- 
ful fonn of musical expression has gradually paasr 
od out of the lilgli place It onco held, and has 
given way to what Is. in comp^irlKon. a. mechanical 
device, the mu.slcal instrument and Its combina- 
tion In tho orchestra. The ability to sing from 
musio at sight, was regarded. In Tudor times, as 
a necessary complement to any person's education. 
At present, however, aucli knowledge Is found only 
on rare occasions, and then mostly among profes- 
sionals, who must have It just the same. 

A very beautiful picture was painted by a lec- 
turer hero recently of a gathering In a household 
during the Elizabethan era. wlien England was 
suprem| in the realm of musto for her madrigals^ 
These songs, written for various combinatlons^of 
voices, without accompaniment, were rendered af- 
ter the evening meal, by all the guests, who ap- 
parently enjoyed themselves at It, for It was one 
of the most popular pastimes. ^ 

■ The most favourlto retort by any of our con- 
temporaries to the suggestion that ho or she In- 
dulge In more singing ia tliat a natural voico Is 
lacking. This may be true to a certain extent, 
for no-ono can deny that there are varying quali- 
ties, .and timt some people are blessed with remark- 
ably attractive voicos. but it is equally true that 
one who has u normal speaking voico can sing quite 
pIe.Tsantly, if without great volume, especially af- 
lov a little practice and study of control. The radio 
and gramaphono have possibly liclpcd more than 
is usually realised in dissuading individual sing- 
ing, by bringing celebrated voices to our attention, 
inevitably forcing comparison to tho detriment of 
our own natural possession. 

Host amateur efforts at singing sound so 
harsh and colourless, that the listener is sure to 
question some of the above atatements. Tho fault 
however lies mainly with the desire to be heard, 
making tho singer mmln himself to bo us loud as 
possible, and natumlly resulting In failure. Pro- 
perly conducted .nmalcur chohM often sound as 
fine as the best professionals, because hero strain 
is unnecessary, and tho many soft voices build up 
a tone rare and beautiful. 

Human voices vary In range from about an 
octavo to three or more in e.\cepllonal cases. Tho 
exact position in t'.ia scale is decided by natural 
circumstance, but Its quality can easily bo Im- 
proved, and a certain amount of control over it 
acquir«d. The old-fashioned proscription of a raw 
egg every morning to help bring a sweet voice, 
though not perhaps quite as effective as wc might 
wish it, merely suggests that our throats can be 
irritated not only by misuse, i)ut also by the food 
we pass througli it. A reasonable watch over this, 
and a few minutes spent daily In systematic prac- 
tice, consisting mainly of going through the scales 
^omfortabJy within our r.ange, will surprise us In 
Its results, and will give not "only a more interest- 
ing voice for singing, but will also make our talk- 
ing voice more pleasant. 

W-hat to sing la easily solved, even though the 
choic« )iaa too often been found bad. The popular 
songs are Bometlmea quite melodious, but unfor- 
tunately have trashy lyrics. In Engl.and and Scot- 
land, Gilbert and Sullivan offer the widest general 
field, and we fjould liardly do better than follow 
them. Further, the bimdi'^ds ot light and comedy 
operas, as iweli as tho grand opera for tho more 
fasdttlous, open such vast territories, titat nobody 
can ever complain that he cannot ' find what to 
sing. 

When to sing depencis entirely on conditions, 
and wo mu.-it of necessity take those .about us Into 
account. Any congenial gathering, where there Is 
likely to bo any sort ot spirit for it Is good enough. 
When alone, and feeling dated, another good 
chance is offered, while t1i« almost hackneyed, op- 
portunity in the bathroom or shower must not be 
forgotten, for hero our voices reverberate with a 
rather pleasing effect on ourselves. 

8olo .singing Is not nearly as effective as group 
efforts. A little Impromptu chorus with a fine tune 
and swing, docs more to build up good fellowship 
and soaring spirits ut a gathering, than tiny amount 
ot spoken advice in that direction. When a smoll 
crowd gathers, und you have nothing to do, try 
singing Î It may start weakly, but It will pick up 
In no lime, and the air ot bored resignation will 
give way to the broad smile of enjoyment. Make 
sure that all take part, work up tho .spirit, anil 
the success of the venture Is assured. 

The Montreal Orchestra . 

Tho Bartered Bride, by Smetana, a melodious 
and interesting composition, started a concert by 
tho orchcstr.i, that was one ot the best It has given. 
Their tone is l>ccoming very well balanced, and 
co-ordination la much better. The Mozart Symhony 
No. 40 in G minor was played effectively, the or- 
chestra Interpreting it very well. Unfortunately 
the audience persists in applauding between thé 
movements, und In this case especially, broke the 
thread ot continuity rather harshly. In miislcnl 
centres, v/here the listeners are better educated to 
good music, such a thing Is unheard of; If applause 
bo any criterion, I hope Montreal will hurry up 
with its education. Tho symphony la much lighter 
than la usual, for such compositions, and Is in di- 
rect contrast with the following number, Rameau's 
Ballet Suite. This is not as interesting, as far 
ae the melody ia concerned, but was played well 
by the orchestra. Schubert was a. romantic com- 
poser, and his worlt soems to attract almost any- 
body for this reason. His Unfinished Symphony, 
played at this concert Is a good example of this, 
and called forth much response from tho audience. 
The musicians surpassed thomselves in the render- 
ing of this composition, playing wUli very good 
imdorstandlng,, and with superb tone. Grainger's 
Shepherds Iley, ft fine spirited tune, brouglit this 
outstanding concert to an end.

Within the last two weeks two student papers, 
the Ubcssy of U.B.C. .and the Varsity of tho Uni- 
versity of Toronto, have been suspended from pub- 
lication. We heartily agree with the action of the 
authorities concerned, as wo are a godly country 
and such outbursts from the students would do 
much to break down the morale ot the people. 

It may be argued that what students say and 
think has no effect upon the civic populace but 
facta would prove the opposite. Student parlia- 
ments attract far more peoplo than ordinary poli- 
tics; student athletlca attract larger crowds than 
other amateure; large concourscii»agti»tud«nt8 at- 
tract more policemen per caplt^oSn'any demon- 
stration of tho reds; student life as portrayed by 
tho films always attracts full houses; student fa- 
shions attract more comment and set the style for 
the year. Thus student papers giving studènt 
opinions conti-ol tlie thought of th« country. 

These two papers mentioned have brought 
down quite righteous Indignation from those who 
have th» welfare of the country at heart. Their 
action haa been one of contempt of authority. Each 
has demanded the right of free speech when they 
know that God-given privilege Is only the posses- 
sion of the God-chosen few. Tho voice of the peo- 
ple, not the atudents. Is the voice of God, and If 
the people elect leaders for th« Ii«clslature then 
those leaders apeak the voice of God. 

Wo cannot understand the mean attitude that 
tho editors have taken. They are quite prepared 
to bite tho hand that feeds them and cast asper- 
sions at the status quo which is that ordained by 
God. 

Of ono thing we are certain, this kind of thing 
must not happen at McOill. U is not our place to 
bite the hands ot our gods, whether they live' on 
St. James' St. or not. Supposing we came out 
with an editorial as they did at Toronto saying 
that students at tho University wore practlcaj 
atheists and that atheism was taught at the lec- 
tures, wo would be upsetting the nice comfortable 
order that has been given us by God and his hench- 
men. 

For -one thing the iJaily would be suspended. 
Coiisider lite consternation tiiat would reign here 
at McGill. Being no papers for the nine o'clock 
lecture the whole of Ihe remainder of tho clay would 
be completely ÉpoIIt by' a distracted niind and no 
knowledge would be absorbed. How would the 
students be able to while awity the rest periods 
if there were no jokes to pass around? How would 
the books from the library be conserved front* the 
elements during Inclement weather? Porsonatly 
we would be at a loss for wo would have no place 
to publish our Sisyphus. What, would we do for 
blotting paper'.' 

Ours la a tiieocracy. and a theocracy It must 
remain. On the book in our crest are the words 
"In god wo trust." Atheism must be stamped out 
of the unlvei«It.v. Now in the tlmo when we have 
to be on our guard. Sir Arthur Is away ond some- 
one might take a mean udvantago and say some- 
thing about tho theocracy and It would fake seven 
weeks before it would reach him and seven weeks 
for him to send his reply, and by that time not 
only'woiild tho session be ended but the whole of 
our eystem set in chaoi. 

Last year a book entitled "Tiiese be your 
Gods" depicting our Chancellor and Vice-chancel- 
lor as gods was prevalent In the city, but som'e 
very wise person had it banned. 

The university here docs all it can to keep 
up the theocracy, and we should help them. Each 
year students are given a book called a Fresh- 
mans Bil>lo. In It are the ads of alt the real reli- 
gious churches in the district. The authorities 
chose the site of the university at tlie foot ot the 
hill upon which stands tho Kynibol ot religion shin- 
ing. Our one objection here is that the symbol la 
too high up to shed Its light on the colleges. 

Thero used to be a course in the English 
Uibio In AriK, but tho factilty found that the stu- 
dents wore not taking tho course as they should 
and BO they combined it with the English 2 course 
for f reshiéa, where It la in ablé hands, Moyse Hall 
boRides disseminating tlie Bible during tlie weék 
lins been made by the authorities a place for Its 
(llRBcnilnatlon on Sunday and church service is 
hold every morning for the youngér in mind, "Then 
at the conclusion of a student's coursé thèrè Is tiîc 
Invocation at the Convocation. 

In all ot the facilities at McGIil therè is some 
contact àiid relation to the deity. The Meds dis- 
cover the mar\'el9 of creation. Tho Enfctneers 
utillso the marvels of the universe. The Lawjers 
Interpret our God -given laws. Tho Arln men use 
thoir God-given reason. Tho Commerce men are 
the High Priests ot tho most popular god. .It Is 
only the Theologs, who really should be a help in 
this respect, who have no rèlation whitsoéver with 
the deity. Jnitead they burro* themselves in such 
useless thilig as Hebrew and Greek and other foAl- 
Ish things. 

Thus you can seo that ."students are In direct 
contact with the deity and such chàrèta as ai'é 
mado by the Varsity that there is practical atholim 
on tho canipue ara iittei'ly fal&«. Maybe It Is thAt 
we do not say our prayérs' or have chipèl/each day 
but wo do remember tho belly as nîiiôh as ^-é 
can. Evéry tIme-We say f'Oood Ood", or "Good 
Lord", or "Gbod Heavens", w "llcli" wo niake de- 
finite assertion ot our relation to tho deity.
